the Mincio within the Seraglio, to attack the Caftle 
of Governolo ; which is on the fame fide, and was 
fortified with great care by the Enemy. The Count 
de Teffe, who led the Vanguard, exchang’d a few 
fhot as he pafs’d along with fome Troops of Ger- 
mans that appear’d on the other fide of the River... 
Being advane'd near the Place, he came to a. 
Caffine, with Retrenchments flung up round it, pa-. 
lifadoed, encompafs’d with a great Ditch full of 
Water, and defended by 300 Imperialifts >“He or-. 
der'd it to be attack’d by the Chevalier de Maule-- 
vrier, with 4 Companies of Grenadiers, fupported by. 
other Troops. The Caffine was taken by Storm, 
and moft of thofe that were in’it were kill’d or taken. 
The Marquefs de Luzzara, a Brigadier of Foot, and 
Collonel of the Duke of Mantua’s Guards,an Officer 
of great worth, was kal'd in tHAction ; and the 
Marquefs de Mirebeau,a*Collonel of Foot, wounded. 
On the 22d the Duke de Vendome order’d the 
Trenches to be open’d, which were carry’d on to 
the Bank of the Ditch, and the Place to be batter’d ; 
as Jikewife the Stone Bridge that lyes over the 
Mincio, which was broken, Prince Eugene, who 
was adyanc’d in*Petfon, apprehending Jeaft if the 
Bridge were quite ruin’d he. fhould lofe 1500 Men 


_thar were in the Place, caus’d it to be fpeedily re- 


paid, 
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pair'd, and order’d the Garrifon to retire over it, 
and ro fet fire to the Cattle and the neighbouring 
Houfes ; which was executed on the 25th. ‘The 
Sieur du Buiffon, Lieutenant of the Grenadiers of 
the Regiment of Burgundy, perceiving what was 
doing, went into the Retrenchments follow'd by 
{ome Soldiers,and from thence into the Caftle, where 
he found thofe thar were left to fet fire to the Place, 
fome of which he kill'd, took the reft, and put his 
Men to work to extinguifh the Fire, and faye the 
Magazines. Since which we have Advice, That 
Prince Eugene has quitted that part of Governolo 
which is fituate on the other fide of the Mincio, and 
all the other Pofts of which he was poffefs’d between 
it and Oftiglia. The Count de Bezons has poffefs’d 
himfelf of Boretto and another Poft near Berfello, 
by which that Garrifon is quite block’d up: And 
having planted fome Mortars on an Eminence hard 
by the Place, bombarded it from the 17th to the 
2oth of laft Month. Count Albergotti is moy’d to- 
wards San Felice, the more to incommode the 
Enemy.
